tricts - within municipalities for
the acquisition, construction or
extension of water works, water
systems or water distribution
systems; for the issuance, sale
and paymént of bonds of such
districts to meet the cost of
such water works, water sys-
tems or water distribution sys-
tems; and for the acquisition,
construction or extension of
such water' works, water sys-
tems or water distribution; sys-
tems,” approved April 26, 1935,
for the formation of Municipal
Water District No. 1 of the
City of Torrance for the pur.
pose of creating an indebted-
ness, to be represented by bonds
of said district, the proceeds
from the sale of which shall
be used to pay the costs and
expenses of acquiring and con-
structing water works as des-
cribed therein and as hereinafter
set forth, and said petition' was
signed by not less than ten per
gent  (10%) of the qualified
electors residing within the ter-
ritory proposed by said petition
to be ‘formed into a municipal
water district under said act,

WHEREAS, pursuant to said
petition and said act, the City
Council of said city on Novem-
ber 27, 1945, passed and adopted
an ordinance, numbered Ordin-
ance No. 365, containing the mat-

Ul an. election in said - district
sor the purpose of submitting
to the qualified voters of said
district the proposition of au-
thorizing the issuance and sale
of bonds of said district in-the
manner provided for in said
act, and in the manner and for
the purposes set forth in said
ordinance of intention and, there-
after said ordinance was duly
published as provided by law,

works described in said ordin-
ance and upon all other matters
